R e as o n s fo r th e C h an g e. 
Tliere is something more than the 
talk of the traditional grumbler 
in the 
charge that the old fashioned virtue 
of hospitality is on the decline. \ \ here 
in the day s of our fathers or grand- 
fatheis it was not unusual 
for people 
to have their houses literally over­ 
flowing with guests, it is now hard to 
find any body who ever thinks of en ­ 
tertaining more than one or at the 
most two at a time, and it has become 
the exception rather than the rule 
that it used to l>e for any body outside 
of a country house in Hummer to have 
guests at all. 
The succession of coun­ 
try cousins who were once almost as 
regular visitors to all well regulated 
citv dwellings as the tax col lor* tor and 
the gas man, are seen no more forever, 
and the modern housewife would as 
soon think of opening a boarding 
house at once ;ls of having her home 
so overrun ;vs it was in the day s of her 
grandmother. 
The reasons for this change arc nu­ 
merous*. 
In the iir>t place, the in­ 
creased facilities for traveling of mod­ 
ern times has made it so easy lor visit­ 
ors to come to town that if the doors 
swung as hospitably o}>eii as of old it 
is feared that the rightful owners of 
any given domicile would l>e in serious 
danger of being crowded out of their 
own premises. 
There is, moreover, 
the increased expense of living and 
the complex requirements of modern 
society , which renders it impossible to 
keep up the old fashioned customs, 
with imminent danger of finding any 
ordinary income and any ordinary 
strength liojielessly overtaxed. 
Mod 
ern housekeeping, it is to be added, is 
so much more elaborate than that 
which obtained in the olden day s that 
it cannot allow the interruptions and 
U]» settings which formerly made n<> 
great difference. 
The housekeeper of 
today is at the head of too intricate a 
machine to see with any patience the 
arrival of guests which tlnov^out of 
gear the whole mechanism. 
W e are 
more st ilish than of old, and we are 
forced to he it we hope to keep up at 
all to the requirem ents of society . \ \ e 
are asked to beable t<* do so m uch 
that 
the country cousins, tin* 
poor rela­ 
tives, the strangers of all sorts, mdst 
he attended t<> in some other way than 
that of having the house doors opened 
to thorn. 
The sens** of individuality which 
has been develop ed so greatly within 
tin* last century 
has 
undoubtedly 
m uch to do with the p resent state ot 
things. 
It is recognized that a m an s 
hoiiM* must no uis castle m entally as 
as w d l as p hysical!v if he is to p re­ 
serve his individuality from the im ­ 
p ortunities of the unsym p athetic, tlx* 
vexing, tin* vulgar and tin* idle. 
It 
m ay !>e a sublim ated form of selfish 
ness, but it is one of the things which 
the age demands, and to what the age 
dem ands it i> p retty hard not to accede. 
Nor is the result wholly w ithout its 
good side. 
Peop le are certainly more 
interesting w ho do detend their indi­ 
viduality, and develop their p ersonal­ 
ity, and in the stress of our over ner­ 
vous time anti climate it would be 
p ractically imp ossible to meet the re ­ 
quirem ents w hich stand ready to meet 
m en and women the m om ent they 
step over their own threshold, did they 
not m ake that threshold a bar to the 
claims of the outside world as far as 
|m tssTl *h*. 
The danger p erhap s lies in the d i­ 
rection of the home life's becoming 
stagnant, and the sanctuary's becoui 
ing a mere resting p lace. 
There is, 
too. in the exercise of p ersonal hosp i 
tality a fine broadening of the c h a r­ 
acter which is to be come at in no 
other way so surely. 
The chance of 
entertaining angels unaw ares is so 
m uch diminished by modern fashions 
that there i.s room for fearing that we 
shall all too soon forget how it m ight 
seem to entertain the heavenly visi­ 
tants at all. 
< )f course each must 
in this as in other m atters draw the 
line for himself, but out of regard for 
him self and for his own character it 
will be well if he draw it a great deal 
nearer the old fashioned idea than is 
generally done in these days.
